Honorable Curtis Hancock, Chairman of the State Highway Com­
mission having tendered his resignation to the Governor and the same 
having been accepted, Honorable R. M. Huhhard, Commissioner of con- -
structioav/as appointed to f i l l the vacancy. Honorable C. N. Avery of 
Austin having been appointed to take the place of Mr. Hubbard, the 
Twenty-Second Regular Session of the State Highway Commission was 
called to order in the State Office Building, after the new members 
had qualified, and with the following members present.

The following business was transacted: 

Fotion by Fr. Avery, seconded by Mr. Fubbard that Hood county 
he granted the sum of #70,000 out of Federal Aid on Highway Fo. 10. 
Motion carried. 

Fotion by Fr. Fowler, seconded by Fr. Avery that Highway Fo. 
3-b he extended from•Schulenherg to La Grange, to Caldwell in Bur­
leson county, Fotion carried. 

Motion by Fr. Avery, seconded by Fr, Fowler that the following 
Highway be designated, to he known as Highway Fo, 4-0: Beginning at 
the Bridge on Red River in Cooke county, thence to Sabine on the Gulf 
of Mexico, passing through the following towns: Gainesville, Valley 
View, Sanger, Denton, Dallas, Kaufman, Athens, Frankston, Jacksonville, 
Nacogdoches, Woodville, Fountz, Beaumont and thence to Sabine, Lotion 
carried. 

Motion by Mr. Fowler, seconded by Mr. Avery that Highway No. 
40 he o f f i c i a l l y named the Hobby Highway. Motion carried. 

Motion by Fr, Fowler, seconded by Mr. Avery that Gonzales 
county be granted • 50,000 Federal Aid on No, 29 from county line to

Fotion by Fr. Fowler, seconded by Mr. Avery that Highway Fo. 3-c, 
beginning at Fayetteville in Fayette county, thence to Zapp Fost Office, 
thence to Schoenau, t ence to Industry, thence to Nelsonville, thence 
to B e l l v i l l e , thenoe to Hempstead, intersecting and thence along High­
way No. 2 to Houston be designated. Motion carried. 

Motion by Mr, Fowler, seconded hy Mr. Avery that Austin county 
be granted-^135,000 Federal Aid on Route 3-c in Austin county, and 
also the North and South Route, located in Precinct 1, makiug a total 
mileage of approximately 54 miles, conditioned upon the citizens of 
said precinct providing bonds in a sum not less than F750,000, .'. o-
tion carried.
